He began gathering together typical kid 
types. He got a mischievous boy, a blond 
heartbreaker girl, a tough kid, an inven- 
tive black kid, a baby tagalong, a fat kid, 
an all-American freckle-faced kid — types 
you run into every day. 

He chose Bob McGowan to direct them. 
Bob could get the Gang to do what he 
wanted, without them feeling “worked.” 
He genuinely liked them, and they liked 
him. | 

These early Our Gang comedies were 
silent. The kids were natural, the plots 
funny, and the action fast. Many people 
insist that these were some of the best 
Our Gang comedies ever made. 


The Gang Talks 

In 1929, the Gang talked for the first 
time. Small Talk (what else?) was a sen- 
sation. The reviews gushed, ‘Io hear 
Wheezer and little Mary Ann talk is 
cunning beyond words. Nab this one.” 

Talkies were less fun for the crew and 
Gang. Joe Cobb, one kid who starred in 
both the silent and the talking pictures, 
remembered the problems. ‘One trouble 
was ... we liked to film out of doors 
and sound was sensitive. So we had an 
awtul lot of trouble with the neighborhood 
birds, dogs, cats — even airplanes! And 
of course with sound, Bob McGowan 
couldn't talk to us, direct us out loud. We 
didn't have written scripts till talkies came 
along!” 

The silents had been international. 
So in the beginning for the talkies, the 
kids did their lines first in English, then 
phoentically in French, Spanish, German, 
and sometimes Italian!

the early and mid-1930s is confusing. 
Older kids were phased out and newer 
ones took their places. Sometimes a kid 
would be in two, three, or more episodes 
and then drop out. But some of those 
who starred in the movies remembered 
this as a golden period of Our Gang. 

“My mother would take me to the studio 
early in the morning,’’ Stymie Beard said 
years later, ‘and it was likea playground — 
seeing Laurel and Hardy, Charley 
Chase, and all those funny, funny peo- 
ple!” Stymie’s first stop was the barber- 
shop — his character was bald, and he 
had to have his head shaved every day! 

If the kids don't seem to be acting, 
theyre not. As Darla said years later, 
“For the longest time I wasn't even aware 
that I was being photographed. I was so 
young it was like living in a dream world. 
I didn't understand what a motion picture 
camera was or what it was doing in the 
way of recording my actions.” 

Director McGowan retired, and Gordon 
Douglas took over, directing some of-.our 
very favorite episodes. Like McGowan, he 
liked the kids, and they liked him. “It was 


a marvelous family,” he said once. “I've

never run into as many nice people in 
one spot as at Hal Roach (studios).”’ 


The Gang Grows Up 

Part of the fun of watching these come- 
dies on televisions today is seeing the 
kids grow before our very eyes. We can 
see Spanky playing at age two, driving 
parents and photographers crazy at age 
four, teaming up with Scotty Beckett as a 
preschooler and later with Alfalfa Switzer 
as a preteen. 

Watching these kids, the audience has 
almost as much fun as the kids do! These 
are the plots we see on TV and are most 
familiar with. Remember Jackie's crush on 
Miss Crabtree? Remember Breezy playing 
hookey and having to learn that awful 
poem as punishment later? Remember 
Spanky dreaming that the Gang found 
the pirate treasure? Sure you do! 

Unfortunately, the fun wouldn't last. In 
1938, the Our Gang series was sold to 
MGM. Things were bigger, but not better. 
Director Douglas returned to Roach Stu- 
dios after three episodes. His replacement 
later said that doing the series had “con- 
ditioned me to hate all kids.” 

What a difference! Now the kids had 
long scripts to memorize, and their every 
action was written out. They began to 
“act’ — and looked like puppets. The new 
kids were plastic and unrelaxed. The sto- 
ries became what-good-little-boys-and- 
girls-should-do stories. They lost the kid’s- 
eye view of things. By 1940, there wasn't 
a sincere smile left in the whole Gang. 
Two years later, Alfalfa and Spanky had 
outgrown their parts. World War II was 
on, and now the comedies were about 
maintaining secrecy, doing your part for 
the war effort, putting on a USO show 
complete with skits concerning killing the 


Spanky McFarland spoke for many of the Our 
Gang kids when he said, “| wouldn’t take a mil- 
lion dollars for the experience.

enemy — this is comedy???? Mercifully, 
the Our Gang series came to an end in 
1944. 


The Gang’s All ... Where? 


What happened to Gang members? Just 
about anything you can name. Some 
stayed in acting (Jackie Cooper), some 
settled into wife-and-motherhood (Mary 
Ann Jackson). Darla Hood became a 
commercial voice-over expert. Mickey 
Gubitosi is now Robert Blake and 
became a good actor in movies and on 
television. 

Spanky settled into a “normal” life and 
is very happy doing things such as host- 
ing the Spanky McFarland golf tourna- 
ment. Alfalfa Switzer was shot and killed 
in 1959 during an argument over $50. 
Wheezer was killed in a training camp 
accident during World War II. Stymie 
drifted into drugs for years, then straight- 
ened up to help others do the same. 

But even though these kids grew up to 
be real adults, they are still not quite real 
to us. What is real is Stymie trying to get 
So for a dog license before the pound gets 
Petie; the Gang invading a golf course;

The Marx Brothers came from a New 
York show-business family. In 1929, they 
had Broadway hit shows, Cocoanuts and 
Animal Crackers, which mixed music and 
comedy. Later that same year, they went 
west to Hollywood where they turned 
these stage shows into hit movies. Other 
comic masterpieces, such as Duck Soup 
and A Night at the Opera, quickly 
followed. 

The combination of talents in the Marx 
Brothers was their greatest strength. 
Groucho was a master of wisecracks. 
His most frequent target was actress 
Margaret Dumont. “Can I have a lock of 
your hair?’ Groucho asks her in Duck 
Soup. After she swoons romantically, 
Groucho says, ‘T'm letting you off easy. 

I was going to ask for the whole wig!” 
Chico played the idiot brilliantly, and 
Harpo played the madman — eating 
telephones, honking horns, and bathing 
his feet in a lemonade seller's barrel. 
Together, they raised horseplay into an 
art form. 

The Marx Brothers made their last 
movie together in 1957. Chico and Harpo 
died in the 1960s, but Groucho outlived 
them both, passing away in 1977 at age 
86. By then, Marx Brothers movies were 
a hit again, showing up on late-night TV 
and college campuses. Their humor has 
aged so well that today’s fans laugh 
just as hard as audiences did when the 
movies first were released. 


The Three Stooges 


They poked each other in the eyes, 
belted each other with bowling balls, and 
thought nothing of twisting each other's 
fingers and noses with pliers. It was all in 
a day's work for Moe, Larry, and Curly, 
better known as The Three Stooges. Who 
were these masters of mayhem? Two of 


them, Moe Howard and Jerome ‘Curly’ 
Howard were brothers. Larry Fine was a 
wild-haired violinist who decided comedy 
was really what he did best. Together, 
the three made more than 190 short films, 
plus a dozen feature films between the 
years of 1934 and 1965. 

Early in their career, Moe, Larry, and 
another Howard brother, Shemp, were 
part of a vaudeville comedy act called 
The Southern Gentlemen. Because of 
the very ungentlemanly behavior of the 
act, they became known as The Three 
Stooges. Shemp left the trio, and Jerome 
stepped in. Jerome felt he needed a gim- 
mick, so he shaved his head and took 
the name Curly. 

Moe, Larry, and Curly received nothing 
but scorn from critics who feared children 
would imitate their dangerous stunts. 
However, fans of The Stooges loved them 
because they would act out feelings real 
people weren't allowed to have. Besides, 
that, no matter how dumb a person 
thought he or she was, no one acted 
dumber than The Three Stooges. The 
Stooges had all died by the late 1970s, 
but their wild and crazy comedy still 
lived on as TV introduced them to new, 
younger fans.

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WHEN SILENTS 


“Forget your troubles, come on 
get happy!” 

Get happy? What? Are they kid- 
ding? Who could get happy when 
there was a terrible flu epidemic 
going on, World War I, and The 
Great Depression coming soon? 
Between the years of 1914 and 1928 
-there wasn’t a whole lot to get 
happy about. But for a nickel, 
comic relief was available — 
thanks to the movies! 

These movies were nothing like 
the ones we see today. They were 
silent movies, but the audiences 
loved them. And who were some 
of the most popular movie stars 
of that time? The comedians, of 
course! A pie in the face or a crazy 
chase scene was sure to make 
anyone smile and forget the real 
world — for a little while, anyway. 

Here are some of the great stars 
of the silent film era who helped to 
chase the blues away. 


Buster Keaton was know as "The 
Great Stoneface.’’ His deadpan 
looks would show up in such 
strange places that people just had 
to laugh. Keaton, like many come- 
dians of that era, was an excellent 
stunt man. He would try just about 
anything. In fact, during one movie 
he ran at such breakneck speed 
that he did just that — he broke his 
neck! He didn't realize his neck was 
broken, so he continued to work! 


Harold Lloyd was best know for 
making ‘thrill films.” He liked to 
frighten people into laughing. The 
best way for him to do it was to 
perform his own stunts. In Safety 
First (1923), Lloyd climbs all the way 
to the top of a building and ends 
up hanging from the hands of the 
clock. It was scenes like that that 
made Lloyd the most popular co- 
median of the times. 





When people talk about great co- 
medians, Charlie Chaplin is always 
at the top of the list. His famous 
“Tramp character — derby hat, 
funny walk, and cane — made him 
the best loved and the richest 
comedian of his time. He was also 
one of the few comedians who was 
able to successfully make the switch 
from silent movies to talkies. 


Very early in her career, Marie 
Dressler realized she was a big 
woman and never would be con- 
sidered very pretty. But she didn't 
let that stop her from becoming one 
of the popular silent comediennes 
ol the time. She spent many years 
on the stage before taking the big 
step into moving pictures with 
Tillie's Punctured Romance (1914). 
Her costar was Charlie Chaplin. 


When it was time for the good guy 
to chase the bad guy, you could 
always rely on the Keystone Kops 
to really mess things up. They were 
never the stars of a movie, but the 
audience loved them. Many famous 
comedians started out as Kops — 
Charlie Chaplin was one! 


One look at Ben Turpin and you'll 
know why he was such a popular 
comedian. His fortune was his face 
or, to be exact, his eyes. His eyes 
were genuinely and permanently 
crossed. All the screenwriters had 
to do to make the audience roar 
with laughter was to put Turpin in 
a very dangerous situation and 
have him remain completely seri- 
ous.
